Akron, O., May 16.—While the tables 


wore crowded with diners at 6:15 
o'clock last night, the Crystal restaur- 
ant here collopsed and slid bodily into 
an adjoining excavation for a new 
building. 


At 9:30 o'clock ten bodies had been 


taken from the ruins. Several persons 
who had been removed to hospitals 
were leported dying. Between thirty- 
five und forty were seriously injured. 
Hardly anyone who was in the build- 
ing at the time of the collapse escaped 
uninjured. 


The disaster was caused by the Bet- 
ting off of a charge of-dynamite about 
fifty feet from the restaurant. Eveiy 
person in the restaurant was so stun- 
ned by the shock that for some time 
after the collapse not a sound issued 
from the wreckage.

Board of Public Works Debate on 


Question, of Open or Closed 


Paving Specifications. 


A conference was held by the board 


of public works Monday afternoon for 
the .consideration of specifications for 
asphalt paving and other brands; and 
other important matters, including a 
big storm sewer to relieve the drain- 
age trouble in the second ward. 
: The question of the asphalt speci- 
fications is one of importance, not only 
to Janesville, but to,other municipali- 
ties that contract for asphalt pavinB. 
JanesvlUe has operated under a so- 
called open specification, which means 
that eny asphalt company of an ap- 
proved and known manufacture, can 
bid on a contract, so long as the mn- 
terla! comes up to the Janesville speci- 
fications. Last year this fact caused 
some trouble among the officials. 
It 
was held, that the laws required that 
the city accept a low bid no matter 
whetl er the council members favored 
that brand of asphalt or not. 
• Under the rulea of closed specifica- 
tions, the council or Board or public 
works? may decide on whatever brand, 
of asphalt they want, and in making 
out their specifications, allow for that 
one brand alone. This rule has the ad- 
stration at the Henke farm ;wlll show 
i vantage of giving the city the right to

There are two 
natural lake asphalts, higher in price 
than clher asphalts, which are pro- 
duced by different methods. Whether 
the difference in quality warrants the 
increase in price is a question. Last 
year *he contract price with Aztec as- 
phalt was ninety-one cents, and the 
lowest bids with Bermuda asphalt, 
one of the natural lake .materials. \vas 
J1.17 cr SI.05, subtracting an amount 
due to the decrease in bids.

by- sucking and there are two ways 
to combat sucking insects, one by suf- 
focation with insect powder or tobac- 
co dust and the other an oil, a soap or 
a tobacco spray. Of these, tbe sprays 
are likely 
to work test for roses. 
Whale oil soap (one pound in six 1.0 
eight gallons of water) will kill all lice 
that are wet.with the spray, but it is 
difficult to hit them all with one spray- 
ing, so it is usually necesary to repeat 
the. dose several times during the sea- 
son. 
Doubleday Page's rosebook says 
that it sti-ong water pressure is avail- 
able one can often master all'the seri- 
ous pnemies o£ the garden'.rosebush 
with the liose and a coarse spray noz- 
zle, by simply knocking' 8ft the insects 
every few days. Some good housewives 
who love their gardens make- it a prac- 
tice to drench their rose bushes .with 
soap suds on wash day. This no doubt 
answers a double purpose of washing 
off the insects 
and killing with the 
strong soap suds. To make this effec- 
tive- it should be- done at least weekly, 
and if the plants are already infested, 
it. may not prove effective. 
Probably 


the better way would be to use the 
whale oil soap suds and then follow 
it. with the suds of the weekly wash. 


K036H 
are subject to many pests. 
Probably the most in this section are 
the rose slugs which are on the under 
side of the leaf and which skeletonize 
the leaves, disfiguring the foliage very 
badly. For this pest a decoction made 
of oiifj tablespoon of white hellebore 
to .two gallons of boiling water applied 
when cool with a whisk broom Is most 
efteeuve, if care is taken to reach the 
under side of tbe leaves with the de- 
coction. One thorough application will 
usually suffice, and-if one had slugs 
last year he may anticipate their ar- 
rival this year and use this hellebore 
solution as soon as the leaves appear. 


In addition to beetles, slugs, aphic 
or green fly, leaf hoppers and plant 
lice, roses are attacked by many dis- 
eases E,O that constant vigilance is the 
price of fine roses. A spraying calen-

CORN PLANTING, 
lo the boys of-the Acre Corn Growing 
Contest: 
'Corn planting time is at hand. The 


old. rule which our New England an- 
cestors learned of the Indians to plant 
corn when the leaves on the oak-were 
the size of squirrels' ears is applicable 
to Wisconsin. It is to..be hoped that 
the seed bed is ready and the corn 
tested. If so the next thing is to shell 
and grade 'the corn for planting. 
Shell corn by hand, each ear by it- 


self,, discarding the small and irregu- 
lar kernels at the tips of the ears and 
the large irregular ones-jrf the'butts. 
The grain should'he spread out thinly 
and examined .for kneraels- damaged 
by mold, or broken ,"or 'otherwise in- 
jured. A set of screens may then be 
used for grading-the corn so-as to 
have ;the kernels of Imiform size to- 
gether.

Testing the- Planter! ™~™™" 


The next 
step lies in testing the 
planter, finding the 
set of planter 
plates that will drop the required ker- 
nels at least ninety-five times out of 
one hundred. The planter should, be 
tested before going into.the field by 
setting up in a. convenient place and 
running through samples with differ- 
ent plates until a pair is found that 
will drop the desired number, if pos- 
sible. It may be necessary to file the 
notches in order to have them do the 
work satisfactorily. 


All this work may be done on rainy 


days, so that when the time comes for 
planting everything will be ready. 
Shall Corn Be Check Rowed or Drilled? 
Whether the corn is to be drilled 
or check rowed depends on conditions 
and calls for good judgment. 


If the soil is good and free- from 
weeds the corn 
may 
be drilled in 
rows three feet six inches apart, the 
kernels about, a foot apart in the row. 
Many claim that this allows for better 
development of each stalk than the 
planting 
of 
three kernels in.a hill 
three feet six inches each way. How- 
ever, both these methods were used: 


last year by the contest boys -with no 
practical difference in the results so 
far as could be determined.

we have had an abundance of rain and 
the corn may be planted shallow, not 
over an inch deep, four kernels to a 
hill Jf checked rowed.
